Washington, June 25.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Despite remaining 
differences over some features of the 
state department compromise plan, 
the representatives of Chile and Peru 
in the Washington negotiations ap- 
peared to believe tonight that an 
agreement was certain before the end 
of ethe coming week. 

Peru, it was indicated tonight, prob- 
ably will aceept the compromise “in 
principle“ as soon as Secretary Hugres 
returns to Wasihngton Tuesday from 
a week-end trip. A similar accept- 
ance already has been communicated 
to the department by Chile and both 
sides indicated that only a few days

Rathenau, the German foreign minie-

There was consternation. in the 
reichstag when Chancellor Wirth, at 
the Sunday session, announced he 
bad received a letter dated Saturday 
—the day Rathenau was slain—say- 
ing that it was planned to kill all 
“patriotic leaders like Rathenau.“ 

The chancellor’s statement aroused 
the wildest commotion in the reichs- | 
tag, members shouting, “Away with 
Gessler,” referring to the minister of 
defense, who is criticised by some as 
being lax in suppressing plots against 
the government, 

The deputies also threatened to 
eject Wulle, editor of a Pan-German 
newspaper. Becoming frightened, tho 
editor promptly got out of the cham- 
ber as inconspicuously as he could. 

Berlin police, still trying to track 
down Rathenau's assassins, have is- 
sued orders to hold up all automobiles 
leaving the city until the occu .nfs 
are acrutinized. They have request- 
ed the frontier police to make a sim- 
ilar check on every machine crossing 
the German border. 

One report is that the murdefers 
of the foreign minister drove in their 
automobile to Staaken aerodrome, 
where they had an airplane waiting. 

In connection with the demand for 
the arrest of Escherich, founder of 
the notorious Orgesch, a reactionary 
pseudo-military organization, investi- 
gation of his movements has dis- 
closed that he and several friends ar- 
rived at a Berlin hotel Thursday night 
and left Friday 1 

The government’s failure to pro- 
claim martial law following the as- 
sassination, according to reports in 
circulation, was the result of a fear 
that the army could not be relied 
upon to back up the Wirth minis- 
try. 

The army was not even emnloyed 
in taking preventive measures against 
possible disorders, this work being left 
in the hands of the police, and even 
they were not completely trusted, it 
was stated. 


FMBASSY 
DEPRESSED. 

Washington, June 28.— Tie assas- 
Sination of Ur. Walter itathenau, 
German minister of foreign affairs, 
has left the German embassy staff 
here extremely depressed. Ambas- 
sador Wiedteldt, in denying himself 
to the press, has let it be known 
that he hesitates to speculate on the 
consequences of the tragedy. 

Keceipt of an official cablegram 
from the Berlin foreign office late 
Sunday merely confirmed nress dis- 
patches, and gave no hint as to wo 
would be chosen to succeed the mur- 
dered minister . : 

That the assassination foréshad- 
owed a royalist uprising similar to 
the Kapp coup was thought improp- 
able by embassy officials, because of 
the apparently unanimous condemna- 
tion of the crime by the reichstag. 
Some hope was taken in the cabled 
abstract of Chancellor Wirth’s re- 
mark that the work of international 
reconciliation should not be discon- 
tinued by this crime, as such work 
meant the salvation of Germany and 
of Europe. 

The text of the official cable re- 
ceived at the embassy, refer: ng to 
events late Saturday, follows: 

“In today’s special mourning ses- 
sion of the reichstag following the as- 
sassination of Foreign Minister Rath- 
enau, Mr. Loebe, president of the 
reichstag, condemned the assassination 
as an act of unheard-of cruelty, a 
minister having been murdered who 
was able and in a position to .re-es- 
tablish the broken threads of inter- 
national relationships. The speech 
of the president of the reichstag was 
followed by loud cries of ‘Long live 
the republic.’ 

“Chancellor Wirth joined in his 
tribute to the dead statesman, com- 
memorating Rathenau's success at 
Genoa, where at the final session he 
had shown the way to peace and eco- 
nomic understanding. e chancellor 
added that the work of international 
reconciliation should not be discon-

Records Prepared 
Of Georgia Boys 
Who Died in War 


Complete reeords of the services of 
every Georgia boy who died in the 
recent world war have been compiled 
by the state department of archives 
and history under the direction of 
Dr. Lucian Lamar Knight and these 
records are now in bound volumes in 
the offices of the department at the 
capitol where they are available for 
inspection according to a statement 
in the annual report of Dr. Knight 
which ha» just been made wie. 

The compilation of the re 8 0 
the soldiers wa: done by Mrs, Lueian 
Lamar Knight who served without 
pay as there was no state money 
available to pay for tie service. 

The records go into a much 
broader field than the official records 
at Washington. The department has 
searched all newspapers an. all rec- 
ords ant has obtained the full career 
of each soldier who died in the war. 
Such a record will be of priceless 
value to the future generations in the 
belief of the department. 

Complies Service Records, 

Compilation of the world war rec- 
ords w 3 but a part of the work ac- 
complished by this department during 
the year. The department has com- 
piled service records of all persons 
who h ve served Georgia in any 
capacity, including legislative, judicial 
and executive since 1754 

In discussing the compilation. of 
the records of Georgia men who died 
in the world war, Dr. Knight said in 
his report: 

“With the return of the first bodies 
of Georgia’s world war dead in the 
early rt of the past summer, it 
was 


ished. Nor was the expectation un- 
realized. With the desire on the part 
of the entire state to pay fitting trib- 
ute to these heroes, returning in si- 
lent glory, it was inevitable that the 
newspapers should reflect this feel

In some instances there are eight or 
ten sheets covered with clippings re- 
lating to an individual, his service, 
family, funeral, etc. Every casualty 
has as complete a record as it has 
been possible for this department to 
obtain and of only a very few of 
those making the supreme sacrifice 
have we failei to secure full informa- 
tion and Lag et ge . 

Mrs. Knight Does Work. 

“Owing to the department’s small 
staff of workers and to the genera} 
pressure of work the clipping, arrang- 
ing, pasting and marking in this con- 
nection was done entirely by Mrs. 
L. L. Knight and purely from patriotiv 
motives since she has at no time been 
on the pay roll of the state. 

“In addition to the 17 volumes of 
casualtics there have been completed 
eight scrap books covering various 
phases of Georgia’s participation in 
the war. Some of the topics covered 
are letters from the front, general 
war activities, and work done by civic 
bodies including boards of trade, cham- 
bers commerce, etc., liberty loan 
drives, bulletins, posters, advertise 
ments, ordinances, resolutions, wom- 
an's work, honors, promotions, cita- 
tions, decorations and awards. These 

ks also are as complete as we 
could make them. They constitute 
a history of Georgia's ‘bit, and 1 
venture to say that no state in the 
Union has fuller records.”

Mr. Pittsford is coming to Atlan- 
ta largely at the instance of City 
Mechanical Engineer Howard L. 
Stillwell, who is aggressively work- 
ing to curtail the smoke nuisance 
in this city. 

In his annual report of the activi- 
ties of his department during 1921 
Mr. Stillwell made the statement 
that “the smoke nuisance of Atlan- 
ta, I would conservatively estimate 
to be responsible for an annual 
financial loss to the citizens of at 
least $2,000,000, or about $9 per 
capita.” 

Reckoning from the basis of sci- 

entific computations of smoke 
losses in other cities, Mr. Stillwell 
said he believed $9 per annum to 
every inhabitant a moderate esti- 
mate of the financial loss due to 
smoke in Atlanta, suggesting that 
“it is easy for the average citizen 
to believe this when he recalls the 
money paid for laundry, clothes 
cleaning, etc.;“ and that “the aver, 
age housekeeper will agree to this 
when the money spent annually for 
curtain washing, rug cleaning, re- 
decorating, etc., is taken into ac- 
count.” 
And this; of course, does not take 
into consideration: the element of 
human health and general mental 
happiness of the people of Atlanta, 
which transcends that of the mone- 
tary cost of preventable smoke. 

There are laws and ordinances 
designed to regulate the smoke nui- 
sange in Atlanta, but their enforce- 
ment, without subjecting the viola- 
tors to unwarranted hardship and 
expense, is difficult.

Young lamb is of rather a pale-pink 
tint, the bones are tinged with red. 
and the fat is very white: A yearling 
has a deeper shade of pink, and much 

ater bones, still far from white. 

utton, as meat from the sheep is 
termed when over a year old, has a 
deep pink flesh—almost red, although 
it is not as bright red as beef. Mu- 
ton has white bones and whiter fat 
than beef. 


The loin is next to the leg and along 


the back of the lamb, and is often 


cut from the carcas before being split. 
It is then called a saddle and used as 
a roast. Cut from a side of the 
lamb, this same loin is Inly half as 
big as the saddle, but it makes an 
excellent roast, or it can be cut into 
chops. The most delicious part of 
the loin are the chops, especially if 
they have some of the kidney adhering 
to them. These are expensive, but 
always nourishing, early digested and 
delicious. 

Lamb loin has a good and a bad 
end. and the prices of these vary ac- 
cordingly. Most housewives use the 
good end for an oven roast and the 
poor end, sometimes known as 
“chump,” for a pot roast, but the 
latter requires long and careful cook- 
ing to make it at all tender. Never- 
theless, it is an inexpensive end and 
certainly makes for economy in the 
distribution of the food budget.

It I were to finish this record of

criticism, it might be said that these 


+ pages should not have been called Im- 
pressions,” but Experiences; and 
have not only been 


against this I 
warned, but abjured. 

Nevertheless it is difficult, without 
appearing unfriendly, to write with 
cundor upon matters that have moved 
me in my American tour. 

It must be said that American 
architecture, regulations of street 
traffic, arrangement of flower-shops, 
plumbers, and telephone service are 
infinitely superior to our own, But 
these are not criticisms—they are 
statements of facta, the truth of which 
is not disputed. : 

I realize that there ig not a na- 
tion in the world that extends such 
a generous welcome to the many 
strangers that go there as the United 
States. But admiration for my hus- 
band, and the publication of the first 
volume of my autobiography—which 
uroused in America both favorable and 
unfavorable comment—prevented me 
at the outset from being a complete 
stranger. 

Indeed many of the people who at- 
tended my lectures seemed to know 
all about me; and I was surprised 
when crowding on to the stage they 
sometimes exclaimed: 

“But you are so different to wha 
we expected you would be! and you 
haven't told us what you think of 
us.” 

I begged them to be frank and tell 
me without fear of offense what they 
had imagined I would be like; but 
they could only repeat: 

“I don’t know! but somehow we 
thought you would be the very oppo- 


site of what you are.“ 


If I tried a little clumsy chaff by 
saying: 

“I am sorry to have disappointed 
vou!“ it was always met with protest. 
On one occasion I heard a man say 
to the woman who was with him: 

“There you are! I told you all 
along; but you wouldn't read the 
book!“ 


At which the woman grasped me 
by the hands and said: 

“You are writing another volume of 
your life, aren’t you, Mrs. Asquith, in 
which you will tell us everything you 
think about us?” 

I explained that I was writing an 
article on my impressions of America 
for publication in the newspapers and 
the second and final volume of my 
life, which would come out in the 
winter. 

Met a Varied Lot of People. 

Cuttings were sent to me from 
papers, some of a flattering kind, 
and others, which said it was abund- 
antly clear that I was in a chastened 
humor; that by guarding myself from 
my critics, I was exercising a can- 
tion that deprived me of all spon- 
taniety. 

These remarks are of little interest 
in themselves, but they tend to show 
how much some people and nation? 
depend on the approbation of others; 
and are the reason why I am going 
to finish with a short summing-up. 

It is probably wiser in writing im- 
pressions to keep the conclusions you 
arrive at secret; and many may ask 
and with justice— 

“What can a woman who spent 
only 13 weeks in their country know 
of America or her people?” 

In answer to this can only say 
that in these 13 weeks, because I was 
constantly traveling, I saw and talked 
to a more yaried type of person than 
I could have done had I remained iv 
either New York, Chicago or Washing- 
ton for as many months. I met and 
conversed with senators, farmers, re- 
porters, judges. preachers. hotel pro- 
prietors, mayors, solicitors, soldiers, 
shopmen, doctors, men of science and 
commerce, and a few of both the fas» 
ionable and the leisured. 

During this experience there are 
certain things I observed that I shall 
take the risk of writing down. 

I have spoken before of the Ameri- 
can interest in trivia] things. Ques- 
tions asked me at my lectures and 
in letters emphasized the importance 

laced on such matters as “Princess 
Mary's lingerie“ and on intimate de- 
tails ef “the mode of life of the aris- 
tocracy.”

If these letters and questions had 
been merely the cackle of the common 
feminine geese who like writing to 
an advertised person, I would have 
disregarded them, but they were 
sometimes signed by men and often 
expressed the opinions of important 
local editors. 

e night after I was in bed, hav- 


ing had a long talk with an intellec- 
tual reporter upon the dearth of 
great literature in his country, he 
rang me up to say his paper was 
annoyed that he had not brought back 
ar accurate description of my clothes. 

Apologizing profusely, he said that 
information concerning hat and gown 
was what the public really cared for; 
that none of our discussion upon Lin- 
coln, Edgar Allan Poe, or William 
James's fine style, or anything else 
of interest would be printed in the 
morning paper. But he added, what 
{ had said to one of the lady re 
porters, (when we were left to our- 
selves) about Princess Mary’s mar- 
riage Being one of love, would prob- 
ably be enlarged by headlines into 
A paragraph. 

I said I forgave him for waking 
me up, but was quite unaware that 
1 had eve. mentioned our royal fam- 

y. 

The next day I read that I had said 
I was “on smoking terms with Queen 
Mary.”

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You may say that certain journal- 
ism of a similar kind in England 
zunders ty the same curiosity in what 
is low and vulgar, but it is more 
harmful in the States because the 
press there has more power. 

So far from guiding public opinion 
the papers in America stimulate all 
nat is worthiess and credulous; and 
yuu may search in vain to find care- 
ful criticism either upon art, music, 
or international affairs. 

The payers are likely, too, to give 
their readers the wrong impression 
of one’s attitude on various things. 
Por instance in Indianapolis I was 
surprised to see in the papers that 1 
hud said among other things that in 
Scotland we were not only highly edu- 
cated, bu’ able to study in our schools 
both the French and the Spanish 


languages. and, were I the queen of 


America, I would restore drink.” 

I began to fear that, though ,un- 
crowned, I must have in a fit-of ab- 
sence usurped some of the powers I 
hed indicated ought to be restored 
te the United States. 

The afterthath of that incident and 
one of the unpleasantest features of 
American railroad travel made two 
of the following days most disagree- 
able to me. 

After traveling all day, we had ar- 
rived at our destination in a sousing 
rain—at night—to hear there were 
no porters at the station. On en- 
quiring if they were on strike, I was 
tuld that there never had been any 
porters at Kalamazoo! So, loaded 
with luggage, we paddled like ducks 
in the mud to an inferior hotel. 

As we had lunched at midday and 
there was no dining car on the train, 
we were annoyed to hear that no one 


, could get any food after 8:30 p. m 


bat luckily for us there were still 16 
minutes before the restaurant closed, 
so we devoured what we could. 

On the next day I was tqld by re- 
porters and otker people that an emi- 
nent divine had said in a sermon that, 
thanks to my belief in intemperance, 
i was not a fit and proper person to 
give a lecture! 

In conseauence, my audience on that 
evening was not all that I could have 
desired. I had something to say about 
bearing false witness against your 
neighbor, and the few that were there 
were more than enthusiastic. After 
the lecture I was embraced by a wom- 
an from Peeblesshire! 

“Talk Avout Flappers and Drink.” 

There was a surprising lack of una- 
nimity in my hearers’ opinion of my 
lecturing abilities. The most discour- 
„Eging was that of the New York wom- 
an, who, i we my first talk, rose, 
said I had got her money for nothing 
and stalkeG out of the hall! On the 
other hand. I must have gained some 
ehill as I went on. 

After one appearance, I was intro- 
duced to several people of the City 

C Kansas at supper (all of whom I 
Sound interesting). One man said 
to me: 

„J knew you had charm and per- 
sonality, Mrs. Asquith, but you must 
bave spoken on a hundred platforms 
to have wequired such courage and 
eloquence. ’ 

I gazed at him dumb with surprise! 

Many were the suggestions I re- 
ceived as to subjects for my talks. 
“Prohibition,” “Flappers,” Short 
Skirts,” “Women Smoking,“ —that was 
the sort of thing that the audiences 
want to hear about. 

The day before I sailed for Eng- 
land—I went out to buy toys to en- 
tertain my grandchild on our voyage 
and had an interesting talk with one 
of the many civil salesmen that I 
have met all over the United States 
in their beautiful shops. He said he 
regretted that he would not be able 
to attend my, last lecture (although he 
had been to my other three in New 
York) because he feared the daughter 
of a friend of his was dying. She 
was a little girl living in a suburb 
who had fainted some weeks before. 
Her mother had given her the only 
stimulant they had in the house; since 
then she had suffered from blood- 
poisoning and was lying in a critical 
condition. f 

“I do hope, Madam, you will deal 
in your lecture tonight with the abom- 
inable law of prohibition,” he said. 
“Tt has encouraged this country to 
manufacture liquors of the most dan- 
gerous kind.” 

I told him I had heard the same 
complaint wherever I had been, and

(It was about this time that we

Among the subjects, I dealt with 
the exaggerated belief in America in 
commercial success; and the danger- 
ous self-interest and lack of leisure 
which was encouraging not only that 
country, but every nation to ma- 
terialism.

vertisements that desecrated the scen- 
ery wherever I had been, and pausing 
over the one among others that had 
really interested me: “A Good Name,” 
was interrupted by my chairman, who 
exclaimed in a clear voice: 

“Asquith !” 

This met with immense success.

I daresay when 
I read it I shall learn where I have 
been wrong; but in criticising as 1 
have, I am merely fulfilling the prom- 
ise I made to write my impressions, 
which at best can be but superficial, 
Among thoughtful people there is 
a great deal of pro-American propa- 
ganda going on in Great Britain, and 
in conclusion I would like to say 
that there is so much that is fine and 
keen in the American race, so much 
that is disarming and lovable, that 
if I have written anything exaggerated 
or erroneous, I should feel of all peo- 
ple the most ungrateful, 


where I havé erred; and I was not 
only shown unforgettable courtesy and 
friendship, but I feel it is vital to the 
peace of the world that our people 
and those of the United States should 
understand and care for one another.

Steady Industrial Gains 
Despite Uncertainties 


New York, June 25.—Notwithstand- 
ing the uncertainties comprised in the 
several labor disputes and the impend- 


ing reductions in railroad freight 


rates, industry maintained its gains 
during the past week. Steel mills 
continued to operate at nearly 75 
per cent of capacity, and the prices 
of steel products remained firm. Buy- 
ing for prompt shipment was stronger 
than that for future delivery, but this 
was considered natural by the trade, 
since the future course of prices is 
rendered uncertain by such factors as 
the change in railroad rates, the coal 
strike, the possibility of higher la- 
bor costs, and the character of the 
autumn demand for steel. 

Impressive gains were shown by 
the latest railroad car loading fig- 
ures; those for the week ending June 
10. Although coal shipments, which 
have been gaining, still amounted to 
only 95,000 cars as compared with 
205,000 cars in the week before the 
strike started, the volume of other 
freight increased sufficiently to bring 
total loadings up to 846,000 cars. 
This figure equals that recorded in 
the week before the strike began, 
which is, incidentally, the high record 
for the year. 

Strike Crisis Near. 

A number of well-posted observers 
inclined to the view that a crisis in 
the soft coal strike is approaching. 
Stocks are being drawn down and 
the lower freight rates on July 1 
are expected to stimulate demand. In 
any event the pressure for added pro- 
duction appeared to be growing, a cir- 
cumstance which favors the view that 
the decisive point in the struggle 
is impending. 

Reports from New England said 
that more of the striking textile 
workers were returning to the mills. 


The mills appear, however, to be still 


operating 
rate. . 

Opinion as to the likelihood of a 
railroad strike continue to be divided. 
The roads still profess to regard such 
an event as unlikely and it is pointed 
out that there has been some slow- 
ness in the balloting. Union officials 
insist, however, that the vote will 
‘favor a walkout and that one will be 
ordered. Nothing definite has de- 
volo to indicate whether the rain 
employees would declare a sympathetic 
strike in the staff employees who are 
concerned in the present series of 
wage cuts, should go out. 

Crop Prospects. 

Crop prespects remained somewhat 
uncertain, but a good yield of wheat 
had a subnormal cotton crop are still 
probabilities. Some claims of winter 
wheat deterioration on account of 
hot dry weather in the northwest 
have been made and prices have ral- 
lied about five cents above the recent 
low, but the greater firmnesg is at- 
tributed to be the technical position 
of the market rather than to any 
material change in crop prospects. 
Persistent wet weather in the south 
led to higher cotton prices early in 
the week. After the weather cleared 
however. the fresh advance was can- 
celled. 

Reduction of the rediscount rate 
of the Federal Reserve Bank at New 
York to a 4 per cent basis offered 
fresh support for the view that no 
carly hardening in money rates is 
likely. Rates for the various forms 
of credit are at their low point of 
the year. With reserves at a high 
level with the demand for accommo- 
dation slight and with a moderate 
trade revival rather than a boom in 
prospects the reserve bank authori- 
ties evidently anticipate no real 
strain on credit facilities in the next 
few months.

Ot Rise in Bond Market 


New York, June 25.—Aided materi- 
ally by country-wide ease of money, 
price tendencies in the bond market 
this week were mostly upward on a 
fairly large and more diversified vol- 
ume of business. 

New underwritings aggregated $93,- 
000,000, as compared with the pre- 
vious week’s output of $85,000,000, and 
the weekly average of $100,000,000 in 
the spring. State and municipal loans 
were prominent features, totaling $25,- 
300,000, but new railroad offerings ap- 
proximated almost $42,000,000, with 
$7,700,000 of public utilities, 89,800, 
000 of new industrials and only 88, 
335,000 of new foreign loans. ; 

The more important domestic, pro)- 
ects were the $27,645,000 5 per cent 
equipment trust notes of the New York 
Centra] railroad, offered to yield from 
5 to 5.30 per ent; $8,000,000 Chicago, 
Milwauke and St. Paul railway equip- 
ment trusts, yielding from 5 to 5.40 
per cent, and several small offerings by 
other roads. 

Of the state loans, the largest was 
that of North Carolina, amounting to 
$9,000,000, with interest at 41-2 per 


Leennt. and offered on a basis to yield 4.35 


to 4.40 per cent. Municipal loans for 
moderate amounts were placed by 
Newark, Jersey City and Camden, N. 
J.: Wheeling, W. Va.; Richmond, Va., 
and Chicago.
